But that is the dark side of the pic- 
ture. There is another side, and it is 
full of promise.

June is one of the most favorable

Axis type. The weather is generally fine 
and the sea smooth. There have been 
no reports that unusually severe con- 
ditions prevailed last month along the 
Atlantic routes.

Battle of the Atlantic is being won, | 


and the lanes made safer for the 
supply-ships which must reach British 


ports with their priceless cargoes of | 


food and ammunition.

diminishing. 

With the occupation of Iceland and 
the intensification of United States 
naval and air patrol over the greater 
part of the routes from this continent, 
there is reason to hope that the enemy 
raiders have done their worst and will 
be a lessening menace from this on. 


On The Spot 


Canadians are not being asked to use 
less gasoline and oil because these are 
scarce. They are not. They are plentiful, 
But they are scarce in Canada, and 
even in the eastern states, though 
plentiful in the large producing areas 
of the republic. They are scarce and 
will be scarcer in western Canada, 
where a heavy increase in the output 
of Turner Valley will still leave a short- 
age of 2,500,000 barrels for the year. 

It is all a matter of transportation. 
Too many tankers have been sunk in 
the Atlantic. Many which supplied the 
eastern states and provinces are now 
carrying the fuel to Britain. And there 
are none too many of them for that 
purpose, even if Canada and the eastern 
states go on rations, voluntarily or by 
compulsion.

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Nutrition In 
Peace, War fs 
Rotary Speech 


Nutrition is a national problem, 


just as much so in peace as in | 


war, said Dr. L. B. Pett. of the de- 
partment of biochemistry of the 
University of Alberta, at the 
Thursday noon luncheon meeting 
of the Rotary Club at the Macdon- 
ald hotel. Dr. Pett's topic was 
“Nutrition and the War”. 


Dr. Pett dealt with the topic uns} 
der four headings—nutrition in Ger-| 


many, German-occupied countries, 
Great Britain, and here in Edmon- 
ton ‘ 

Germans in Germany are not 
Starving to death, and are not in 
much danger of doing so, Dr. Pett 
said. He stated that he based this 


conclusion on “fresh” information 
regarding nutrition problems in 
Europe. The Nazis have reduced 


their food bill to a very few items, 
Dr. Pett said “Actually 
potatoes and mil&—are proving to 
be adequate for their needs.” 


FOOD VALUE 
It has been found, Dr 
closed, that potatoes 
maximum “food” yield per acre. 
This has been actually proven on a 
basis of acreage, manpower and 
food value. This discovery has en- 
abled the Germans to eliminate all 
unnecessary “waste” and also to do 
| away with their 
| synthetic and substitute foods, 
| This principle has been studied 
| by the British, Dr, Pett stated, 
| “and is even now being rapidly 
adopted in Great Britain”. From 
all angles, it has proven to be the 
| mos{ adequate in enabling a coun- 
try to become self-sufficient, 
Nutrition problems in German- 
occupied countries 
grave, the biochemistry expert 
pointed out. “Many of these nations 
are faced with dire starvation, and 
disease is serious and wide-spread.”

| UNDERNOURISHMENT 


: The problem of nutrition here in 
Edmonton is as great in peace-time 
as in war, Dr. Pett remarked, “There 

lis a definite problem of under- 

nourishment, which can partly be 


| corrected with an increase in iIn-| 


|come, and partly through an edu- 


|cational program.” Dr, Pett re- 
ferred to the recent survey made of 
| nutrition problems here by the 


Dominion government, and he also 
| discussed some of the ways that 
the problem could be met. 

Dr. Pett also mentioned the nu- 
| trition problems for the armed ser- 
| vices, citizens who will be in the 
armed services and those engaged 
in war industries.
